CENTRAL Excises 
G . S . R . 1364 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 12 read with sub -rule ( 2 ) 
of rulo 96ZK of the Central Excise Kules, 1944 and in supersession of the notification of 
tho Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and losur 
anco ) No . 138 /68 -Central Excises , dated the 29th June, 1968 , the Central Government 
heroby proscribes the following procedure for grant of rcbatę of excise duty in respect of 
embroidery , in piece , in strips and in motifs produced by the manufacturers paying duty 
at compounded rates under the provisions of tho procedure set forth in Section E - IX 
of Chapter V of the Central Excisc Rules, 1944, aud exported out of India , namely ; - - 

The rebate of duty on the export of embroidery produced by the aforesaid manufacturers 
shall be allowed subject to the following conditions and limitations , namely : 
( 1 ) The concession shall be allowed to persons who have obtained the previous 

permission of the Assistant Collector of Central Excisc having jurisdiction . 
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(2 ) Every person desiring to avail himself of this concession should apply in 

writing to the Assistant Collector of Central Excise having jurisdiction who 
after satisfying himself that the person is a bona fide exporter may grant the 
necessary permission , 


(3 ) Ihe manufacturers who have been o permitted by the Assistant Collector DI 

Central Excise shall naintain detailed accounts of production and clearance 
of tho goods produced in their factories in Form R . G . · 25 (modifted ) 
annexed liereto , 


( 4 ) The goods intended for export shall be distinctively marked with the mark 

registered under the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1958 or with a dis 
tinguishing mark or brand upproved by the Assistant Collector of Cen 

tral Excise . 
(5 ) The goods intonded for export shall be packed under the supervision of the 

Central Excise Officer having judisdiction not below the rank of Sub -Ins 
pector to whom 00 advance intimation shall be given . The Central Ex 
cise officer shall seal the packages with an excise scal in the prescribed 
manner . 


(6 ) After completion of packing , the manufacturer or the exporter , as the case 

may be, shall submit the usual application for removal for export in Forni 

A . R , 4 . The Central Excise Officer shall verify the entrics in the A . R . 4 
application with those in the records maintained in the fuctory and if he is 
satisfied that the entries are correct, endorse the neccssary certificate on the 

application .
